S.O. 643(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the 
Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 1972 (62 of 1972), read with 
sub-rule (2) of rule 3, rule 4 and rule 18 of the Limestone and Dolomite Mines Labour
